JEWST-APERI 


Manila. July IS.—The speech which 


AguinaltJo made during the recent cele- 
bration at Tarlao of the anniversary of 
the proclamation of Filipino independ- 
ence is printed in The Indepencia, a copy 
of which ha? reached Manila, In sub- 
stance the speech is as follows: 


"Filipinos—Beloved daughter of the 


ardent sun of the tropics commended by 
providence to the care of noble Spain, be 
not ungrateful to her salute who warmed 
you with the breath of her own culture 
and civilization. It is true she sought 
to crush thy aspiration for independence 
as a loving mother opposes separation 
forever from the daughter of her besom. 
This but proves the excess of affection 
and love Spain feels for thee. 


"Filipinos, delicate flower of the east, 


scarcely eight months weaned from the 
breast of thy mother, thou hast dared 
to brave a great and powerful nation 
such as is the United States, after barely 
organizing and disciplining thy little 
army; but, we reply, we will be slaves to 
none, nor allow ourselves to be deceived 
by soft words. Let us continue to de- 
fend our fatherland till independence is 
assured, for this is justice. We shall see 
at last that the great American nation 
will acknowledge the right which is on 
our side. That doctrine of the great 
Monroe, that America,is for Americans, 
is not forgotten. Just as we affirm that 
the Philippines are for the Filipinos. 


"Some states of the American Union 


have arisen in our favor. Especially ia 
the Democratic party convinced that 
both victors and vanquished will lose 
prenious lives. Thus many of the people 
and many statesmen censure President 
McKinley as inhuman for having ordered 
his military representatives at Manila 
to seek mean's to bring about hostilities 
with the Filipinos. 


"These facts, prove that they wish to 


try us, to see if we are able to live up to 
the second color of our banner, red, which 
signifies courage, heroism and martyr- 
dom. 


"Therefore we should not resent this 


struggle with the Americans. In spite 
of their expressed desire to dominate all 
the Philippines, well convinced are they 
that we fight with justice and right on 
our side, and that autonomy is all a show 
of deceit, only serving to save certain 
accumulated wealth. We have never 
concealed our aspirations-—that we as- 
pire but to independence, that we will 
struggle on to obtain it, perhaps from 
those who are now'our enemies and to- 
morrow will be our allieg, as they were 
for the overthrow of the power of Spain. 
We might well accept this autonomy 
America offers, but what can we do with 
it if our ambition is Independence and if 
we are to accept it only to later over- 
throw by force of arms the sovereignty 
of America? 


"As I believe it is the intention of the 


autonomists to make use of treachery 
and deceit, we cannot accept such a pro- 
cedure. We do not wish t'o be traitors 
afterwards. 
AVe wish to show our 


character of frankness and sincerity and 
nothing more. Let us avoid the example 
of those natives who, having at one time 
been colonists, accepted autonomy to 
enable them to make their work surer 
orce pvervthing was prepared. History 
has given UK an example of this in recent 
events. Let us persist In our idea, which 
is only the legitimate and noble aspira- 
tions of a people which is desirous at all 
cost to preserve Its national honor spot- 
less and as pure as crystal. 


"Thus, then, there will not be a single 


Filipino autonomist. Those who are so 
are in the eyes of the people but time- 
servers, fca.rfr.1 of losing their riches 
threatened by risks of war. 


"Filipino?, let us be constant. Let us 


strengthen the bonds of our union." 


Aguinaldo concluded with calling for 


cheers for independence, the union of the 
Filipinos and for the liberating army.

extreme point. 
His constant refusal 


to borrow money has-been mentioned 
many times, and the extent to which 
he carried this is exemplified by many 
stories that are told of him. He paid 
off 
his employees 
every 
Saturday 


night, whether their nominal salary 
ran by the week or month. He always 
tried, too, to give exact change to each 
man, 
although he did not have it all 


counted out beforehand. 
Very fre- 


quently he would find himself short of 
small change in paying his stablemen 
off, and he would"'sometimes ask one 
of his sons for change of a bill. If it 
happened that the son did not have 
enough change in his pocket, Mr. Bon- 
ner would not accept the loan even of 
a couple of dollars overnight, but 
would rather give a $5 bill for $3 in 
change. Although confined to his bed 
on the Saturday night before his death, 
Mr. Bonner insisted that his son 
should pay all of the employees as 
usual. 


A story that Mr. Bonner was once 


turned out of school for defending a 
schoolmate against a charge of which 
he was innocent has been published, 
but is not. exactly true. Mr. Bouner 
was never turned out of any school, 
but he did cause a good deal of ex- 
citement in one. 
His elder brother 


was about to be punished for an of- 
fense of which he was innocent, when 
Robert, "the old man," restrained the 
teacher by force. 
Both boys then re- 


mained out of school, with the ap- 
proval of their parents, until the teach- 
er apologized, says the New York Sun. 


Mr. Bonner made many close friends 


among the well known men of his 
time. One of his most intimate friends 
was Henry Ward Beecher, who was a 
privileged character about the Ledger 
office. Mr. Bonner's private office was 
sacred ground to almost every one else. 
It was always piled high with docu- 
ments, manuscripts, memoranda and 
exchanges," which Mr. Bonner used 
stoutly to declare he had put in order 
within a few days. Mr. Beecher came 
in one day when Mr. Bonner was out 
and left, as a record of his presence, 
a sheet of foolscap, across which he 
had written with the editorial blue 
pencil: "Disorderly Robert. H. W. B." 


Mr. Bonner was repeatedly urged to 


write an autobiography, but, while he 
never actually refused to do so, he 
never began it. 
If an authoritative 


biography is written hereafter it will 
probably be done by the Rev. Dr. Mc- 
Intosh, who has thought of the matter 
frequently. 
Mr. Bonner had a large 


collection of letters and memoranda. 
One of his most treasured souvenirs 
was the original manuscript of Ed- 
ward Everett's speech to the women 
of America on the-purchase of Mount 
Vernon. 
Mr. Everett gave him the 


manuscript bound in leather. As a 
sort of preface appears a copy of a let- 
ter inviting Mr. Everett to speak in 
New York city. It is signed by a score 
of New York's most prominent citi- 
zens, but Mr. Bonner's name is not 
among them, although the original let- 
ter'was in-his-handwriting.

Useful Adjunct to the University In. 


tbe Study of Zoology- 


By the time the University of Penn- 


sylvania opens in the fall the new vi- 
varium will be ready for use. It is a 
substantial brick structure and is near 
the Biological hall. 
Although several 


vivaria are in existence in Europe this 
is the first to be constructed in the 
United States, says the Kew York Sun. 
It is intended to keep in it a few repre- 
sentatives of small living things in the 
animal 
kingdom, whether they be 


water or land forms of life. Host of 
them will be quite small, many of 
them being of microscopic size. Speak- 
ing of the purpose of keeping living 
animals for study, Dr. Edwin G. Conk- 
lin, professor of embryology, said: 


''There will always be on hand a con- 


stant supply of material for class 
work. At present it is impossible dur- 
ing the winter months to collect many 
living animals for study and there are 
no facilities for keeping the animals 
that are sent to the university. Conse- 
quently most of the work must be done 
upon their distorted remains. The vi- 
varium in this respect will greatly in- 
.crease the value and interest in the 
study of zoology. It will also give an 
opportunity for the study of natural 
history—that is, the habits, activities, 
and instincts of animals—such as no 
other university possesses."

If ti few years -go music had beendo- 


shired to be as utcossary iu education 
ns in mathematics or physics, the state- 
ment would liavo been received with 
nuiazeixiput, if not with derision. The 
parly aim of cciiiniou school education 
irus the makiun of practical men and 
women, ri»d by "piactical" was meant 
n preparation fci 
% the. ordinary bread- 


wimriug affairs of life. Not that the 
moral side of education was ignored, 
Lut it was believed that the three R's 
nud Uie hard and fast sciences, together 
with a general indorsement of religion 
and good ethics, were sufficient factors 
in character building and all that the 
schools should supply. Music, litera- 
ture and drawing, if they found any 
place in tho curriculum, were merely 
incidents that were not sufficiently 
practical to lio requisites, nor was their 
more subtle and potent influence on the 
character and the higher development 
of the mind appreciated or perceived. 
Ornamental they might be, but they 
were not believed to be useful. Only a 
visionary 
sentimentality 
considered 


these arts as necessary to pnblio educa- 
tion. Today art, in a broad sense, occu- 
pies a far higher place in the regard of 
every educator of note and of every 
man who is alive to the interests of 
well balanced and symmetrical educa- 
tion. In fact, the art influence in edu- 
cation is coming to be adequately ap- 
preciated, and art is no longer considered 
an incident in life, but rather the real- 
ity itself. 


We are not attempting to detract 


from the nobility of labor. That educa- 
tion which founds industries, which 
adds to the comfort of mankind, which 
makes possible the cultivation of the 
arts, we must recognize, uphold and ad- 
mire, but that edccation which tells 
us we are not altogether commercial 
machines; that to love something for its 
inaate beauty and not for its pecuniary 
worth is wise and good; that by loving 
harmony of sound we may come to 
love harmony of deeds; that tones 
which speak to ns of others' sorrows, 
making ns forget self, may be of more 
worth in the end than much positive 
science—such education we are begin- 
ning to revere and to see in it the most 
practical method of developing sweeter 
women and nobler men.—Philadelphia 
Times.

lock Ellis' book, "Man and 'Woman:" ! 


"Again, until quite recent times it r 


has over and over again been emphat- 
ically stated by brain anatomists that 
the frontal region is relatively larger 
in men, the parietal in women.

A part, perhaps, is from the small 
quantity of the salts and other bases 
contained in these waters (we are not 
speaking of cathartic or chalybeate wa- 
ters), but the benefit from this source ia 
very slight.

If the wa- 
ter be pure, free from organic matter, 
and taken, in sufficient quantity, the re-

ing water, if of good quality, if you, 
will require the patient to take it in 
the same quantity as at the springs. It 
is very easy to add lithia if desired, but 
yon must not lose sight of the fact that 
the quantity of water (not lithia) taken 
is the important thing. It acts by flood- 
ing the kidneys, by washing out the 
bladder with a copious, bland and dilute 
urine, by unclogging the liver and, 
clearing the brain. The patient feels 
better from day to day; he is better. 
Irritable bladder ia relieved, the kid- 
neys act freely—are "washed out"—• 
and many effete substances are carried 
out with the flood. This clears the way 
for the liver to act fretSy and normally, 
for there is an intimate relation be- 
tween tho liver and kidneys.—New 
York Ledger. 


Elephant Flesh an African Delicacy. 
The flesh of the elephant is eaten in 


its entirety by several of the African 
tribes. A detail of the process of butch- 
ering the animals is not pleasant read- 
ing. The tools used are the assagai and 
hatchet. The rough outer skin is first 
removed in large sheets. Beneath this 
is a subcuticle, a pliable membrane, 
from which the natives make water 
skins. The elephant yields large quan- 
tities of fat, nsed in cooking the na- 
tives' sun dried biltong, or dried strips 
of the elephant's flesh, and also in the 
preparation of vegetables. African ex- 
plorers of the Caucasian race agree that 
one part of the elephant's carcass, when 
properly cooked, is a succulent dish 
that will regale the most delicate taste. 
This port, very strangely, is the first 
joint of the leg below the knee, which 
one would suppose to be the toughest 
portion of the animal. To prepare the 
joint a hole three feet deep is dug in 
the earth, and the sides of it are baked 
hard by means of large live coals. Moat 
of the coals are then token out, and the 
elephant's foot is placed in the rude 
oven. The hole is then filled with dirt, 
tightly packed, and a blazing fire ia 
built on top, which is kept replenished 
for three hours. The foot is thus evenly 
baked, and when done, instead of 
strong, tough meat fiber, it is of a ge- 
latinous consistency that may be eaten 
with a spoon.—Philadelphia Lancet. 


Effect of Diet Upon History. 


An eminent German scientist, refer- 


ring to human history, asserts that wa 
may trace the cause of many evils in 
the dietetic character of the people. 
The rejection of flesh would give a new 
direction to human culture and indus- 
try. Agriculture would be greatly de- 
veloped. The numerous diseases now 
traceable to a flesh diet would disap- 
pear, and with them the manifold cruel- 
ties of the slaughter house. The expense 
of living would be greatly reduced, and 
thus the poorer classes would be ele- 
vated.

He DecUrea the Taffftli of Lnton Are

1 Say* the Army Ha« a Hard Taak to 
1 Whip Them—The Tricky Ftltplnoi.

Brigadier General Charles King, 


writing to the editor of the New York 
World, says: 


In answer to your request, let me say 


that my reference to the Filipinos as 
capable of self government did not In- 
clude the natives of 'Sulu, Mindanao 
and outlying Islands, The Tagals of 
Luzon, however, are a people of su- 
perior mold as compared with the 
mountaineers and with the natives of 
other Islands, who, having resisted 
Spanish Invasion, tad not the educa- 
tion given the Tagals by the priests of 
the church of Rome. 


Cruel and tyrannical a» were the 


Spaniards, and robbers and oppressors 
as were the friars of the various relig- 
ious orders, it must be admitted that 
the Tagals owe their teaching in great 
measure 
to 
the 
priesthood, 
for 


churches, convents and schools abound 
everywhere In and around Manila and 
•far to the north and south of that 
thronging city. One of the best works 
on the Phii'pplnes is that of Ramon 
Reyes Lala, now a resident of New 
York city, and from him and from 
Padre Algue of the great Jesuit col- 
lege In Brmita and Senor Arellano, 
now chief ^justice of Luzon, by ap- 
pointment of General Otis, I gathered 
the information that nine-tenths of the 
adult Tagals could read and write. 


I repeat that the Filipinos in and 


near Manila are Industrious, frugal, 
temperate and. clean. They do run to 
holidays, on which they will not work, 
and many shops and offices have to 
close in consequence. 
Out of the 365 


days in the year the Filipinos have 153 
holidays, and if you subscribe for a 
Manila daily with the idea of getting 
305 papers in the 12 months you will 
fall short by at least 160. 


I repeat that they are most skillful 


artisans in many a trade and indus- 
try, that some of their sculpture and 
paintings will compare favorably with 
that of Europe and America, and 
as Instrumental musicians they are 
wonderful. 
It must be owned that 


they produce also expert sneak thieves 
and accomplished liars, but in the lat- 
ter point they have had three cen- 
turies of instruction from Spain. 


Not only are there numerous af<3 


good schools for the mass of the popu- 
lation, all of whom appear to be de- 
vout Catholics, but the sons and daugh- 
ters of the wealthier natives are sent 
to France and England for their edu- 
cation. The papers and records left 
behind in the insurgent flight from 
Santa Ana, San Pedro Macati and 
Guadalupe after their mad and wan- 
ton attack of Feb. 5 show that they 
had a very complete system of govern- 
ment. 


It may be argued that Aguinaldo's 


methods of disposing of rival politi- 
cians and beaten generals is summary 
in the last degree, a,s witness the as- 
sassination of gallant Luna, who twice 
most admirably formed and led his 
men to the attack of the little force 
Mac Arthur had thrown across the Rio 
Grande de Painpangas, but who failed 
to induce his Filipinos to charge, or 
the case of General Ricarti, whose 
brigade was opposed to mine at Santa 
Ana and left ICO dead upon the field, 
dozens drowned in the Pasig, and his 
Krupp guns, all his supplies and re- 
serve ammunition in our hands. From 
prisoners and spies we heard he was 
sent to Malolos in arrest, tried by 
drnmhea-rl court martial and shot, but 
that may only be a Filipino lie. So, 
too, the case of Colonel Arguelles, the 
gifted gentleman Aguinaldo sent in 
hopes of wheedling General Otis into 
a three weeks' armistice on a Filipino 
promise to pay in peace propositions. 
Our corps commander has a soft heart, 
but a. hard head. Arguelles went back 
with the mournful word that, like 
Grant at Donelson, Otis would listen 
to nothing but unconditional surrender, 
and the last we heard of Arguelles was 
that he was given 12 years in jail for 
his failure. 


It may be argued that the Filipino is 


as unstable as a Frenchman and that 
he will assassinate bis president if he 
does not like him. But mercurial 
France has maintained her republic 
over a quarter of a century with the 
loss of no more presidents by the hand 
of the assassin, in point of fact, than 
our own. 


It has been claimed by some papers 


that-I favor Aguinaldo. I do not. I 
look upon him as a scheming politician 
lind the tool of stronger minds, like 
that of Mabini, his chief adviser. It is 
held by some imperialists of the press 
that my assertion as to the capacity of 
the Tagals was unjustifiable, but I do 
not recall any adverse criticism on 
their part when Admiral George Dewey 
wrote precisely the same thing a year 
ago; and, though I did not know this 
when I wrote last month, I am rejoiced 
to have such distinguished support. 


I am astonished, however, to bo in- 


formed that certain antiadministra- 
tion papers claim that my opinion of 
the Tagal means that I think the War 
should end, our troops be withdrawn 
and tho islanders loft to themselves. 
That inference is absolutely unjusti- 
fiable. Our flag must never be lower- 
ed in face of an armed fop, and if it 
costs thousands of men and millions 
of money the insurgents who rewarded 
our friendship with treachery and arm- 
ed attack must be utterly subdued. 


But I have said, and I repeat, that it 


Is not an easy thing to whip those well 
armed Tagals, protected as they were 
every mile of the way from Manila to 
San Fernando by the finest field works 
science could devise. If driven from 
the plains they can retire to the moun- 
tains or the dense bamboo thickets, 
through which only in single file along 
crooked trails, can they be approached. 
Our little army in the Philippines has 
had to encounter great difficulties and 
much hardship and peril. Its losses 
have been severe, but those Inflicted on 
the enorov 


,.., ..~rc ueen indefinitely great- 


er. That It stood the climate and the 
hardships so well was due to the fact 
that Major General Otis and his di- 
vision commanders were tireless in 
their efforts to see that the men were 
well fed, clothed and cared for. Our 
supply system was excellent, our sur- 
geons, ambulance service and hospitals 
equally good, and there was a total ab- 
sence of complaint or cause for it. 


That it encountered peril with such 


discipline and dauntless courage was 
due to the fact that the army was made 
np, with a little leaven of regulars, 
mainly of far western volunteers ac- 
customed to rough it hunting, fishing, 
ranching and prospecting in the moun- 
tains and-most of the regiments had 
several months of steady drill and 
ceaseless outpost duty and were wel! 
acclimated, too, before the clash came. 


That no really decisive result has 


yet been obtained Is due to the fact 
that, though hundreds of Filipinos have 
been killed^ there are thousands to 
take their places. Every ablebodied 
Tagal must serve when callwl on or 
suffer the consequences. The homes 
of a community of would be neutrals 
in the rear of Ovenshine's brlgf.de 
went up In smoke and flame in a sin- 
gle night, fired by insurgent sympa- 
thizers in Manila. When a man drops 
on their fighting line, his rifle and am- 
munition are handed to another in the 
unarmed reserve. 


Their wounded they leave to us for 


nursing, having found that they are 
cared for, even in large numbers, as 
tenderly as our own. This shows their 
sagacity. They burden us, better their 
wounded and free themselves. Time 
and again I have seen our men giving 
their wounded drink or food, and no 
hurt or hardship at the front was so 
hard to bear as the statements pub- 
lished In certain prominent journals 
of Gotham and Massachusetts to the 
effect that we slaughtered helpless na- 
tives and mercilessly shot down unfor- 
tunates armed only with bow or spear. 
That whole story about bowmen and 
spearmen, which led to such hysterical 
editorials, was absolutely false. 


The battle of Feb. 5 was a fair and 


square fight, in which the insurgents, 
if anything, were better armed than 
we, for except the Fourteenth regulars 
and the little battalion of the Third ar- 
tillery our whole force had only the 
Springfield rifles, while the enemy had 
the Mausers, of much longer range. 
There was not a bowman or spearman 
within range of Manila, and even a 
heavy sum offered to any man who 
could find a spear or bow failed to pro- 
duce one. The army has hard knocks 
enough without this fire in the rear, 
and despite the fact that the Filipinos 
have used their churches as arsenals, 
their altars as magazines, their con- 
vents as forts; despite the fact that 
they have Iwked in ambush in their 
protected homes, shot down our wound- 
ed, fired on the hospitals and used the 
sacred flag of truce as did the Modocs 
who murdered Canby and the peace 
commissioners in 18t3, they have been 
mercifully dealt with throughout. In- 
deed, there is much in the Philippine 
campaign to remind us of the intermi- 
nable Indian affairs we of the cavalry 
and infantry of the artny were engag- 
ed in for years after the civil war. 


To conclude, then, it must be remem- 


bered that these people have had fine 
schooling in partisan warfare; that 
their men number thousands more than 
ours; tbnt (hey can scatter when they 
wish and assemble where they will, 
and ttat \ve c-auaot with the force now 
at General Otis' disposal begin to hold 
the towns or lines from which we drive 
thorn, and that men, guns and horses 
in abundance should be sent to admin- 
ister the crushing blows that must be 
given. In Lawton and MacArthur, in 
Wheaton and Funston, General Otis 
has spleutlid division and brigade lead- 
ers, and when the rainy season closes 
and roads and fields become once more 
passable let them be swept by 50,000 
effective soldiers until the last armed 
foe has vanished. Then, and not till 
then, "let us have peace."

• AGITINAIDO'S SPEECH* 


Tndependencia, organ of the rebel 


j Filipinos, has just reached Manila and 
' contains a. report of Aguinaldo's speech 
^ at the celebration at Tarlac of the an- 


niversary of the proclamation of Fili- 
pino independence issued by Aguin- 
aldo himself. The speech is a. most im- 
portant one. It throws a flood of light 


• on the purposes of Aguinaldo and the 
] things on which he is building hope of 
' success. It can no longer be disputed 


• in this country that criticism of the 
, administration is lending aid and corn- 
fort to the enemies of the United States. 
'Aguinaldo has the belief of the Ameri- 


, can anti-imperialist and is buoyed by 
. their hopes. It means nothing in con- 
I sidering this matter that this belief 


and these hopes are not shared by any- 
thing like a majority of the people of 
this country. Of course to be truly 


• serviceable to Aguinaldo they would 
need to be shared by a majority, but, 
as it is, the noise of the opponents of 
the national policy is sufficient to make 
Aguinaldo believe, or pretend to be- 
lieve, that the American people are 
with him and against the administra- 
tion and that in due time the people 
will force a national policy to suit their 
will, which will be a policy to suit 
Aguinaldo. Aguinaldo, in his remark- 
able speech, proclaims the justice of 
his cause and says: 


"We shall see at last that the great 


American nation will acknowledge the 
right which is on our side. That doc- 
trine of the great Monroe, that. AmsHca 
s for Americans, is not forgotten, just 
as we affirm that the Philippines are 
fnr the Filipinos. Some states of the 
American union have arisen in our 
favor. Especially is the democratic 
party convinced that both victors and 
vanquished will lose precious lives. 
Thus many of the people and many 
statesmen censure President McKinley 
as inhuman for having ordered his 
military representatives at Manila to 
seek means to bring about hostilities 
with the Filipinos." 


Tt is not necessary to point out the 


subtlety of the language here to leave 
the impression that the United States 
was responsible and intentionally re- 
sponsible for bringing on the war. This 
is very apparent. The main point ia 
"that some states of the American 
union have arisen in our favor. Es- 
pecially is the democratic party con- 
vinced that both victors and van- 
quished will lose precious lives. Thus 
many of the people and many of the 
statesmen censure President McKin- 
ley." This shows that Aguinaldo is as 
well informed on American affairs as 
most foreigners and that he is de- 
luded by his superficial information. 
He takes the shouting of the anti- 
administration men to be the measure 
of their numbers. No doubt he fan- 
cies a reversal of the present policy for 
prlitical reasons or the overthrow of 
the party in power and ultimate recog- 
nition of his government. 
Of course, 


in all this he is in error, but this error 
in judgment of his is what is doing 
more than anything else to prolong the 
. war. 


But 
see how Aguinaldo 
glorifies 


Spain! He turns from execrating and 
fighting that nation, whose money 


" bought his honor as a man and his 
'fidelity as a. patriot, to speak nf hrr as 
"noble Spain," "the loving mother" 
overzealous in her care 
for 
the 


"daughter of her bosom." This most 
remarkable part of the speech is as 
follows: 


"Beloved daughter of the ardent sun 


of the tropics, eomrnfT.dod v>y Provi- 
dence to tho care of noble Spain! 
Rr 


not ungrateful to salutf of her who 
warmed you with the breath of her own 
ml turn an<1 civilization. It i» true she 
sought to crush thy aspirations fnr in- 
dependence, as a. loving mother oppose? 
separation forever from the daughter 
of her bosom. This but proves the ex- 
resn of affection and love Spain, fecla 
for thee." 
, 


Nothing could be more artful than 


this. The argument that the Ameri- 
can purpose is to give tho Filipino a 
degree of liberty far excelling that of 
Spain's despotism is ;;?r'ick at in this 
part of the rebel's speech. 
The stings 


of the hatred for Sna.nish, oppression 
are to be drawn and Spain is to appear 
as the mother, ha.rsh because of her 
excess of love, and the Americans to 
he made to appear the blacker in the 
inference that they have not the moth- 
er's right. Their guardianship is, then, 
the more odious. And more—it is not in 
human nature, Oriental or Western, to 
caress the hand that Htrikes the moth- 
er, no matter how deserving pf the 
blow the mother has been. 


•A third point in this speech worthy.

I of notice is contained in these words: 


"They wish to try us. to see if we are 


able to live up to the second color of 
our banner, red, which signifies cour- 
age, heroism and martyrdom. There- 
fore, we tJiould not regret this struggle 
with the Americans. In spite of their 
expressed desire to dominate all the 
Philippines, well convinced are they 
that WP fight with justice and right on 
our side, anil that autonomy is all a 
show, of deceit, only serving to save 
certain accumulated wealth. We might 
well accept this autonomy America 
offers, but what can wo do with, it if 
our 'ambition is independence and if we 
are to accept it only to later overthrow 
by force of arms the sovereignty of 
America? As I believe it is the inten- 
tion of the autonomists to make use of 
treachery and deceit, we cannot accept 
such a proc£3ure. We do not wish to 
be traitors afterward. We wish to show 
our character of frankness and sinceri- 
ty, and nothing more. 


In this Aguinaldo makes the very 


supporters of American authority ap- 
pear to be supporters of his cause. The 
autonomists, they accept the autonomy 
but to make use of its advantages 
to rise stronger in rebellion in the fu- 
ture. But that is deceit, says Aguin- 
aldo, and we shall not be deceitful, we 
shall be frank and fight. Further, he 
leaves the impression that the Ameri- 
cans know the autonomists are deceiv- 
ers and that their professions are for 
nothing more than«to "save certain ac- 
cumulated wealth." These autonomists 
are the less heroic Filipinos, the men, 
who fearing to lose their wealth, prac- 
tice deceit by professing love for the 
Americans while longing in their hearts 
for the time to come when American 
authority may be struck a crushing, 
final blow. 


Against this background what doea 


America appear? The heartless ag- 
gressor, the oppressor of "the delicate 
flower of the east scarcely eight months 
weaned from the breast of thy moth- 
er!" Truly, this is a remarkable speech. 
Nothing coming from Aguinaldo has 
done more to give us the capacity and 
character of the man. It will serve 
to fix permanently the popular estimate 
of him. He remains the deceitful lead- 
er. It serves the purpose of his am- 
bition now to extol as the mother of 
too much love, the tyrannous oppressor 
of the Filipino people, Spain. Here he 
knows he lies. All other things are rot- 
ten save himself, his followers and 
what they stand for. He is the worst 
enemy of his people. 


Another striking proof of the equality 


of women is the way they submit them- 
selves to the interviewer.

There is a good story of tha presi- 


dential excursion down to- the eastern 
shore of Maryland. 
The party em- 


braced Secretaries. Blaine and Windom 
and others. 
They were 
fortunate 


enough to hear an excellent sermon 
from the venerabl" Protestant Episco- 
pal bishop of Maryland. The president 
and the two secretaries sat in quiet 
satisfaction. But their peace of mind 
was suddenly dispelled. The offertory 
was sung. At the familiar words: 


"Let your light so shine before men, 


etc.," the president and the secretaries 
each quietly dropped a hand into a 
pocket. 


"Lay not up for yourselves treasures 


on earth." 


Windom drew forth a crisp one-dollar 


note and held it between his thumb and 
forefinger, ready for "the approaching 
plate. The president and Mr Blaine 
went a little deeper into their pockets. 
One brought up a nickel the other a 
dime. Their faces flushed. It would 
never do to make such a contribution. 


"He that soweth a little shall reap 


little, and he that soweth plenteously 
shall reap plenteously . . . God lov- 
eth a cheerful giver." 


The president went to hist pocketbook 


and the secretary of state explored his 
vest pocket with nervous fingers. 


"Zaccheus stood forth, and said unto 


the Lord: 'Behold, Lord, the half of 
my goods I give to the poor, and if I 
have done wrong to any man I restore 
fourfold.' " 


The plate was only four pews away. 


What the president found in his pocket- 
book was one fifty-dollar note and a 
ten-dollar greenback—nothing smaller. 
What Mr. Blaine found was two ten- 
dollar notes—nothing smaller. To put 
in a nickel or a dime only was not to 
be thought of. To give $10 was more 
than either cared to do. Each looked 
^at Windom sitting there calmly with 
his dollar note in hand. He shook his 
head.

Firing Explosive Gelatin*. 


A shell containing 113 pounds of ex- 


plosive gelatine—the most destructive 
explosive known—was discharged Tues- 
day from a modern twelve inch breech- 
loading rifle with the ordinary service 
charge of brown prismatic powder and 
did not explode. The experiment was 
made at the proving grounds at Sandy 
Hook, In the presence of the board of 
ordinance and fortification and several 
engineer officers. General Miles was 
present For the first time tha possi- 
bility of firing a high explosive from 
the ordinary coast defense rifle re- 
ceived 
official 
demonstration. 
The 


board of ordnance and 
fortification 


naturally would give no opinion until 
its official report is made, but other 
officers who witnessed 
the test ex- 


pressed the opinion that the coast de- 
fence problem had at last been solved. 


Although officers who had witnessed 


preliminary tests did no*- anticipate 
the bursting of the rifle, the tremen- 
dous power of the explosive gelatine 
contained in the shell led to especial 
precautions being taken. Instead of 
taking shelter behind embankments of 
sand, as is customary, the whole, party 
re-entered the car and were taken to 
an elevated station fully one and three- 
quarter miles away. From that point 
the gun was discharged by an elec- 
trical apparatus. The gun was placed 
at a low angle and was fired out to sea. 
The shell, emerging from the rifle at a 
velocity of 2,300 feet a second, skimmed 
along the surface of the water, thrice 
ricocheting without exploding. The ex- 
plosive gelatine, a. douKtuike substance, 
is composed of eighty-eight per cent 
nitro-glycerine, eight per cent gun cot- 
ton and four per cent camphor. It is 
the most destructive explosive known, 
being twenty-five per cent more power- 
ful than No. 1 dynamite. A prominent 
army officer who was present said the 
fact that the shell loaded with it had 
not exploded clearly demonstrated the 
possibility of firing high 
explosives 


from the ordinary coast defence guns. 
Heretofore with the guns firing ex- 
plosives such as those on the dynamite 
gun vessel Vesuvius the power has 
been pneumatic.

Sea Postofflces and the Time They Save 


"The separating of New York mail 


and mail for the principa.1 sta.tes and 
cities is done by the sea postoffices in 
steamers of the North German Lloyd 
Hamburg-American and 
American | 


lines; and when mails are received by 
either of these steamers they are ready 
for delivery in a much shorter time 
than when received by other vessels. 
In addition to the sea postofflce serv- 
ice the transfer service has also in the 
last two or three years materially re- 
duced the work at the foreign depart- 
ment in the New York postoffice. No 
sooner has tho "ticker" reported the 
"Campania" or other big liner "off Fire 
Isla,nd" than a veteran of the trans- 
portation department, accompanied by 
a few clerks and porters, hastens to the 
foot of Cortlandt street and boards the 
"Postmaster General," the flagship of 
the post office fleet. The boat was built 
for this service, and is equipped with 
spacious ma.il rooms, chutes for trans- 
boarding sacks and other expediting ap- 
pliances. Steam is up, and she. is off 
down the bay to meet the big steamer. 
She makes, fast to her sides, a.nd the 
mails are received aboard through the 
chutes, while the clerks check a.nd ver- 
ify the number received on a sort of in- 
voice called "way bill," prepared by 
the London, Havre, or sea postoffice. 
Frequently the passengers are still 
awaiting the quarantine doctor while 
the ma Us are speeding on their way to 
the Battery, wher the New York city 
sacks are landed: then to the Pennsyl- 
vania railroad, then to the foot of 
Forty-second street, . where wagons 
await the malls for the Grand Central 
depot. Thus a great saving of time is 
often made, while formerly the whole 
mail went first to the docks of the sev- 
eral transatlantic lines, then by wagons 
to tho general postoffice, then again by 
wagons to tho different depots. When 
the mails a.rc. handled by «ea. poatoflVeti 
during Ihq pea, lripe they, generally, ar. 


HUtory of ParU Wreck. 


It was about 1 o'clock on the morning 


of May 21 that the Paris, while proceed- 
ing from Cherbourg to New York, 
struck on an outlying ridge of the Man- 
acle Rocks off Lowland Point, within 
about 150 yards of shore. Admirable 
discipline was preserved, the passengers 
were reassured, returned to rest and 
were all safely landed at daybreak. On 
the day following the wreck three tugs 
made the first futile effort to release 
tha liner. Similar efforts were repeated 
at frequent • intervals, five tugs being 
used on May 28. Finally, on, June 5, 
it was announced that the company had 
relinquished the vessel to the under- 
writers and salvagers. A cable dis- 
patch from Cove Rock. Cornwall, on 
June 10, said the Paris was doomed by 
a southwest wind, driving the steam- 
ship astern landward, with heavy seas, 
her boilers having shifted, her false 
bottoms gone, and divers being unable 
to work. On June 12, however, hope of 
saving the vessel was again expressed, 
the increased depth of. water in her hold 
serving to steady her against the seas. 
Fears were renewed on June 19, when 
a southeasterly gale drove: the salvag- 
ers away. Divers had then ' blasted 
away the rocks and cleared the steamer 
of water above the level of her false 
bottom. No news of the vessel's condi- 
tion was received from that date until 
Tuesday.

The eagle on the reverse side 
of the coin of 1893 is almost a carica- 
ture, and the Stars and Stripes above 
the head are very crude.

In nearly all cases it is best to thin the 


fruit on a!! thickly loaded pear trees. The 
pears left v ill then, grow to large size 
and will be worth more than if all were 
left on the tare. 


In fruitful yews vigorous fruit trees 


are inclined to ovo-hear, and, when so 
loaded, much of the fruit will be small 
and inferior in quality and size, besides 
injuring the tree.

URGENT 
APPEAL FOR AID, 


Nearly 50,000 Flood Sufferers In a S'ate 


of Helplessness. 


"Washington, July 13.—The following 


statement concerning the flood situation 
in Texas is made public by Representa- 
tive Hawley of that state: 


"The disaster which has overtaken the 


communities in southern Texas is with- 
out parallel in our country. At soma 
points the precipitation was 3Vj feet in 
60 hours, resulting in a flood of enormous 
proportions, covering an area of many 
square miles to a depth of fro a five to 
20 feet and a loss of from $20,000,000 to 
$40,000,000. 


"No less than 20 populous towns have 


been inundated, as well as thousands ol 
•well-established and well-ordered farms, 
which today are in a complete state of 
desolation. Practically every work ani- 
mal, every milk cow, together with al! 
stock cattle and every vestige of vege- 
tation, have'been swept away, leaving 
the country completely 
devastated. 


Within the influence of this awful disas- 
ter resided over 100,000 people, almost 
half of whom are in a state of helpless- 
ness today, except as they may be pro- 
vided for by those who are generous and 
able to assist them. 


"The whole state of Texas is alive to 


the situation and is doing its utmost to 
relieve the suffering. It is, however, im- 
possible for the state alone, within the 
time necessary to succor the people, to 
come to their relief. When the great 
Johnstown flood occurred Pennsylvania 
could have easily taken care of their own 
If given time, but as tinva was, as it is 
now, 
the essential factor, they 
were 


obliged to appeal to a generous public in 
every part of the Union, and from every 
quarter the relief was immediate on a 
scale commensurate with the disaster. 


"To this public the flood district of 


Texas appeals today to supply the neces- 
sities of life until the horrors of the flood 
shall have passed and the people shall be 
in a position to again address themselves 
to the task of re-establishing their 
homes. 


"For this purpose it Is urged through 


the press, the different commercial bodies 
and municipal authorities of every city 
of the Union that this appeal be an- 
swered. 


"For the distribution of this relief a 


system is being organized throughout the 
flooded district immediately under the 
direction of the governor of Texas, to 
whom all contributions should be ad- 
dressed at Austin, and under whose care 
every dollar will be judiciously and ef- 
fectively expended."

Previous to this episode Senator Chand- 
ler became involved in a warm dispute 
with Chairman Brewer of the commis- 
sion, and not only accused him of par- 
tiality, but threatened to ask for his re- 
moval. 


The author of the assessment circular, 


William S. Thayer, did not testify before 
the commission, and it is the impression 
that no further evidence will he taken. 
The commission, however, has already 
received a communication 
from Mr. 


Thayer, in which he stated that he pre- 
pared the circular on his own responsi- 
bility. 


The hearings both Tuesday and yes- 


terday have been marked for their bitter- 
ness on the part of both senators. 


No early witnesses were on hand when 


th'e afternoon session was called to or- 
der, and Special Agent Wales read cor- 
respondence between the commission 
and William S. Thayer, treasurer of the 
Republican state committee in 1898, 
whose name was signed to the assess- 
ment circulars. Mr. Thayer had replied 
that he was elected treasurer of the state 
committee on Sept. 27, 1898, and that in 
that capacity he had collected and dis- 
posed of the funds of the committee. 
"Being an officer of the committee," said 
he, "I acted on my own responsibility, 
and am answerable only to the commit- 
tee for what I did."

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THE CRISIS IN THE TRANSVAAL 


The Stolid Boer and His Differences With 
^ the Uitlander--Will Cecil Rhodes 


Yet Absorb Oom Paul's 


Republic? 


W 


HEN, early in the year 1SS1, an 
over timorous Gladstone minis- 
try sen* out word to South Af- 


rica that Laing's Xek end Majuba Hill 
should go unavenged, and English 
troops were withdrawn from the Trans- 
vaal, there was made the great mis- 
take of a great man's life, in the opin- 
ion of most Englishmen. 
Just why Gladstone drew back be- 


fore the Boers has never yet been sat- 
isfactorily explained. 
The excuse his 


ministry gave was to obviate the "sin 
of blood guiltiness." If this was true 
it was a most shortsighted policy, for 
today England is reaping the harvest 
of that Gladstonian timidity of nearly 
20 years ago. The most lamentable re- 
sult of such a backdown on the part of 
a great power was not so much the dis- 
honor that befell the flag of England 
as the fact that a small South African 
republic should gain an undue sense 
of its own importance. England knew 
well enough that there were extenu- 
ating circumstances connected with the 
calamity which had overtaken her 
handful of badly officered men during 
the engagements of 1881, but those as- 
tute Boers for whom the Union Jack 
had been haulecj down did not appre- 
ciate those circumstances and were led 
into the belief that a few thousand 
Dutch farmers were the military equals 
of the British empire. 
It is this self confidence of the Boer 


which Is at the root of the present 
troubles in South Africa. Because in 
the first days of the year 1896 the quix- 
otic Dr. Jameson and his overadven- 
turous followers met with a 
defeat 


which they richly deserved the Boer 
Idea of his own martial prowess was 
by no means diminished. This atti- 


obviate the failure of the Boer happy- 
go-lucky methods of administration. 
After quarrels among themselves and 
squabbles with the Orange Free State, 
Kruger appeared on ttie scene and was 
the first person to recognize the nec- 
essity for a strong central power. Not- 
withstanding Kruger's struggles ten 
years after its establishment the repub- 
lic was practically insolvent. Govern- 
ment notes passed from hand to hand 
at a discount of 75 per cent, and when 
the British again finally came into pos- 
session they found just VI shillings and 
6 pence in the national treasury. 


It was on April 12, 1877, that England 


formally annexed the Transvaal, and it 
was three years later that the Boers 
rose in rebellion. It was in this out- 
break that they showed their unex- 
pected spirit and crushed the English 
forces at Laing's Nek and Majuba Hill. 
The people of England knew less ol 
South Africa at that time than we 
know of the island of Luzon today. 
They had been somewhat rudely shaken 
out of their sleep when news came of 
the shooting down of the British men, 
officers 
and 
women at 
Broncker's 


Spruit by 3,000 well armed and well 
trained Boer marksmen in ambush. 
The commander of the English troops 
in South 
Africa, Sir George Cooley, 


rushed over the borders of the Trans- 


doing just fourteen-fifteenths of 
the 


work of that country. They have been 
rewarded 
by 
being 
denied 
the 


franchise, although 
they 
pay 
nine- 


tenths of the taxes levied. They are 
granted no rights of citizenship, they 
have no vuice in educational matters, 
their children 
are 
taught only the 


crude Boer patois in the public schools. 
They are denied the freedom of the 
press, and, in certain ways, even free- 
dom of speech, for it is criminal to hold 
public meetings. They have no power 
in the municipal government of Johan- 
nesburg and when they appear for trial 
they do so before juries of 
Dutch 


burghers. The president has the right 
to expel any member of the community 
from the republic without trial, and be- 
fore they can acquire the rights of citi- 
zenship they must live in the country 
12 years and then renounce American 
or British allegiance. In fact, every- 
thing possible has been done to elimi- 
nate the Anglo-Saxon yeast that has 
been leavening the Dutch lump of that 
distraught republic, and in South Af- 
rica events have once more led up to a 
climax. 
. 


It has been, however, a new element 


that has brought to a head the present 
trouble. While the Transvaal govern- 
ment at the time of the Jameson raid 


affairs has been made known to the 
world and all shadow of doubt regaid- 
ing the true character of the Boer re- 
move;.!. 
. When the Uitlanders not long since 
presented to the sovereign of Great 
Britain a petition for protection against 
| oppressive monopolies and practical po- 


I litical slavery, and the matter was laid 
before a commissioner, President Kru- 
ger replied with 
a counter proposal 


that was so ridiculously impossible that 
it was obvious he was unwilling to 
bring about any relief for the Uitlander. 
This counter proposal was advanced 
only on condition that England would 
submit the results of what is known as 
the London convention—upon which 
England's right of suzerainty is based— 
to the arbitration of some foreign pow- 
er. To consent to have any only too 
jealous .foreign 
power arbitrate her 


right of suzerainty over the Transvaal 
was for England to admit the very 
dubiousness of that right. 


So there the matter stands. 
The 


Transvaal is armed to the teeth and 
Johannesburg itself is guarded by a 
strong fort supplied with quick firing 
guns, all of which, by the way, the 
Boers have paid for with money which 
has been wrung 
from 
English and 


American Uitlanders. England is mov- 


hostile population on its rear and flank, 
and dogged by mounted sharpiliooters 
who are easily able to pick off a man at 
500 yards, an army that would pene- 
trate the Transvaal dare not be less 
than 50,000 men in size. 


England lw« learned two very costly 


lessons in lesrard to campaigning in 
the Transvaal which she Is not likely 
to forset. In the i'.tfair of 18S1 the 
Boers hud the British camp surrounded 
by spies and every movement of the 
enemy was known by them. 
They 


learned that the English general in- 
tended taking up a position on the top 
01 Majuba Hill and there camp with 
700 men with no defensive precautions, 
as the English considered the hill in- 
accessible. The Boers simply allowed 
the English to take up this position 
and then arranged by night 150 men in 
positians behind rocks about the base 
of the hill. They were so placed that 
when daylight broke they could ad- 
vance up the hill in open order under 
the protection of the broken slope and 
the fire of their companions in the rear. 
When the signal was given the Boer 
body moved steadily up 
the slope. 


Whenever an English soldier exposed 
himself at the top of the hill to lire 
he was at once picked off by the sharp- 
shooters in the rear. The firing and 
judgment of the Boers were excellent, 
and so complete was the protection the 
assaulting party received that their ad- 
vance was 
practically 
uninconven- 


ienced by what little English fire came 


I from the summit. 
In fact it 
was 


scarcely realized by the English that 
a large body of Boers was slowly but 
surely creeping' up on them, so that 
when the final rush came they were un- 
prepared for it, and the battle ended 
in a general rout and massacre. The 
loss of the Boer contingent wag prac- 
tically nothing, while the 
slaughter 


among the raw troopers from England 
w-as terribly heavy. 


Very much 'the same was the story 


of the Jameson raid. 
Jameson's men 


had Lee-Metford rifles, Maxim guns 
and field pieces. But when they met 
300 Boers without artillery at Kruegers- 
dorp the invaders worked their eight 
llaxims until they were so hot they 
could not be handled and yet did ab- 
solutely no damage. 
The Boers re- 


served 
their fire until the invaders 


came within range and attempted to 


FEUDS IN THE 


BOURBON STATE. 


As Sicily is the country of the ven- 


detta in Europe, so Kentucky is' the 
home of the feud in our own country. 
There have been almost innumerable 
quarrels of this description in the Blue 
Grass State. Just now these family

The story of the feud is a long one 


and to one unacquainted with the ties 
of kinship which nowhere else bind so 
tightly as in old Kentucky, it seems ri- 
diculous that people should go gunning 
for one another over such a simple 
cause. To the Kentucky mountaineer, 
born and bred as he is with an exag- 
gerated sense of family rights, it is ter- 
ribly real. First, last and all the time 
he will fight with his family if it be- 
comes embroiled with any other. For 
good or ill and for life or for death he 
obeys the call to arms whether sounded 
by a dying relative or by one craving 
for vengeance. The Gallic adage "Look 
for the woman" applies to this quarrel. 
Whoever would find her, however, must

The Rowan county feud was one of 


tho bloodiest, most brutal and mo=t 
stubborn. Unlike most of these feuds, 
it nourished in a county pen«trfetf<i by 
a railroad, and most of its battles look 
place within sight of that agent of 
civilization. Beginning with an elec- 
tion quarrel betwec-n two striplings of 
the Tolliver and Martin families, in 
1884, 
it raged during thrr-e years of 


terror. Craig Tollivor, a young, blue 
eyed giant, led the Tolliver faction. 
The Martins had friends, but lacked 
leadership, and were almost extermi- 
nated. The Youngs wore drawn into the 
quarrel as friends of the TolUvers, and 
the Logans 
wore marked for de- 


struction as fric-nds of the Martins. 
That was Craig Tolliver's blunder, and 
led to his overthrow. As usual, the 
forms 
of 
law assisted rather than 


hindered the crimes. 


The Harlan county, or Lee-Taylor 


feud, which has been 
a 
source of 


trouble to more than one governor of 
Kentucky, and which has cost the l.v»s 
of at least six men, has been recontl* 
settled, and without the aid of the stave 
militia. 
For the first time in many 


yri'i 
the citizens of that county are 


rfs-niift easy and without fear of being 
kill-ii. On June 17 the Lee and Taylor 
factions of the foud, which includes a 
large part of the population of, that 
county, marched to Harlan courthouse 
and surrendered their arms and agreed 


j to return to their homes once more as 
peaceful citizens. 


This is the logical result of the work

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tude of the Boers toward every one not 
of their own blood has at last brought 
about its inevitable result, and today 
South African affairs are approaching 
a most -foreboding crisis. At the pres- 
ent time the conditions are those of a 
boiler with its safety valve screwed 
down and its furnaces going at full 
blast. When the final explosion occurs 
it will come with a force that will 
•hake Africa from the Cape to Cairo, 
and when the debris is cleared away 
it is more than probable that there will 
be a few 'changes in the map of the 
Dark Continent. 


The present critical condition has 


arisen, in a nutshell, out of the peculiar 
situation created by the treaty between 
the Transvaal and England 15 years 
ago. The convention of 1885 was very 
injudiciously drawn up, and Lord Der- 
by at the time Interpreted it as a 
pledge that the British government 
would not impose upon the South Af- 
rican republic any liability to inter- 
vention in its internal affairs. This in- 
terpretation the Boer insists on retain- 
ing. Under Gladstone's guidance Eng- 
land, in a sudden transport of national 
magnanimity and forgetfulness, bound 
herself hand and foot. Today she finds 
herself, now that the 
magnanimous 


mood has passed away, hampered and 
helplesa because of those old promises. 
A most definitely- worded pledge and 
the requirements of national honor de- 
mand that there shall be no interfer- 
ence in the domestic affairs of the 
Boer. But the question that now arises 
is one of a. moral obligation superseding 
a legal one. In other words, shall Eng- 
land, in violation of a treaty that is 
and always has been a mistake, step 
In and protect her subjects, or shall 
•he adhere to her agreement and calm- 
ly allow the oppression of the Uitlander 
to go on? 


The Zuid Africanische Rrpublirk be- 


gan its existence in 1852 when, by the 
Band river convention, England recog- 
nized its independence on condition 
that the Boers should abstain from 
•lave holding. They were an isolated 
and pastoral people, were these primi- 
tive Boers, and not especially well 
qualified to govern themselves. 
The 


republic was loosely divide^ into four 
districts, not one of which was ever 
clearly defined, and each of which al- 
together failed to organize or support 
the one central authority necessary to 


vaal with less than 3,000 men, when 
he should have had an organized army 
behind him. He walked into the trap 
of Majuba 
Hill and was summarily 


crushed for his rashness. By the time 
that cavalry from Indian stations and 
infajitry, artillery and naval brigades 
from Cape Town and Simon's Bay were 
massed 
on the frontier in numbers 


sufficient to clean out the entire Trans- 
vaal republic, orders came from Glad- 
stone's 
government that hostilities 


must cease, and though indignation 
meetings were held throughout both 
England and South Africa, cease they 
did. 


It was in 1871 that immigrants from 


the surrounding territories began to 
cross the river Vaal, attracted to the 
republic of the Boers by the discoveries 
of gold which had been reported from 
time to time in that country. It was 
not until 1885 that mining operations 
were carried on to any extent, the Boer 
government doing their best to discour- 
age the development of the republic's 
mineral resources, knowing 
full well 


that the magic word "gold" would at- 
tract into the Transvaal hordes of ad- 
venturous and energetic foreigners who 
would not add to the quietness and 
peace of life of the stolid Boer farmer. 
What the Boer wanted was to be left 
alone. He had his farm and his sheep, 
his gun and his native workmen, and 
all he asked was to live in undisturbed 
tranquillity and independence in his 
own old fashioned way. This was the 
one thing which he could not and can- 
not do. His mode of life demanded that 
land which might support 
60 men 


should support only one. To keep hid- 
den the diamonds and gold that lay 
throughout his country was merely to 
postpone the inevitable. 
In this re- 


lentlessly commercial century those 
simple minded people who possess a 
rich and undeveloped country and de- 
sire to live a stolid and secluded life 
cut off from the rest of the world can 
no more keep the tide of immigration 
away from their doors than they can 
sweep back the ML with a broom. This, 
howpver, Oom flul and his country- 
men have done.their best to accom- 
plish. 
The detested Uitlanders it has 


been who have developed the Trans- 
vaal so far as it has been developed 
and converted it into the greatest gold 
bearing country in the world. 


And today it is the Uitlanders who are 


was a shortsighted, harsh, stubborn 
and exclusive oligarchy, it has since 
then become a corrupt and oppressive 
nest of Boer plunderers, the Uitlanders 
say. 
Monopolies have been imposed 


upon everything from mining machin- 
ery to mineral waters, and after en- 
riching their own coffers to the burst- 
ing point the shrewdminded Boers have 
expended a goodly fraction of the re- 
maining revenue to arm and equip their 
countrymen with the most modern mu- 
nitions of war in anticipation of com- 
ing unrest.

one hand on the throat of the Uitlander

one since the days of-Praise God Bare- 
bones and his pious compatriots can 
manipulate appropriate scriptural pas- 
sages with greater ease and fluency 
than old Oom Paul. With him nothing 
takos place in the secular affairs of life 
or state without some eloquent pro- 
fession of austere righteousness. The 
result of this has been that for some 
time a great number of people looked 
upon the Boers as a- pious, simple, 
primitive people battling for right and 
justice and heroically defending their 
happy homes from the intrusion of law- 
less bands of adventurers who plotted 
to wipe their country from the face of 
the world.

Many Americans have looked upon

South African politics. It has been only 
recently indeed that the true state of

battle of Majuba (Hill, where it was 
found that it took on an average 200 
shots from an English gun to bring 
down one Boer, while practically every 
Boer shot took effect. Owing to the 
nature of the country an invading ar- 
my would be beset with unspeakable 
difficulties and perils in making its way 
into the Transvaal, where opportuni- 
ties for ambuscades are numerous and 
the country is especially suited to the 
Boer method of warfare.

question. The territory traversed would 
be sterile and rocky, offering no pro- 
tection and necessitating a fixed and 
distant base of supplies.

With a 


charge. Then they poured a deliberate 
and deadly hail of lead into their ranks, 
each shot taking effect. The English 
saw that they could neither take the 
Boer position nor hold their own. so 
they decided on a detour. The column 
moved slowly on tpward Doornkop with 
the Boers, who knew the country well, 
following them up at a saf-B distance 
and picking off tired troopers at 1,000 
yards. Out of over SO rounds of ammu- 
nition, to say nothing of the work done 
by the machine guns, only three Boers 
had been killed by the British troopers. 
Jameson saw the futility of pouring 
cold lead on jags of rock, and before 
his entire little army was wiped out 
raised the white flag, a flag, by the 
way, which the victorious Boer troops 
had seen raised by the English twice 
before. 


Today it is estimated that the Trans- 


vaal could muster almost 20,000 fight- 
ing men such as these all fully armed 
and mounted and ready to fight to the 
end for the cause of their country and 
what they stubbornly consider their 
peculiar political privileges. But in one 
way they are facing an enemy against 
whom all their stolidity and sharp- 
shooting will be of not the slightest 
avail. Compared with this enemy the 
machinations of Cecil Rhodes and the 
intrigues of the British South Africa 
company, and even the war orders of 
Joseph Chamberlain are as a popgun to 
a Maxim brigade. That foe of the Boer 
is the relentless spirit of the times, in 
contradiction to which he is attempting 
to live when he turns his face on re- 
form, political liberty and personal 
freedom. It may not occur this sea- 


' son, nor the next, but the time must 
come when the Boer, and those princi- 
ples for which he stands, shall be swept 
away by stronger powers than gunpow- 
der and steel. 
That the contention of the lon» op- 


pressed Uitlanders, of whom many are 
Americans, and for that reason 
not 


easily satisfied by mere compromises 
with liberty, must eventually prevail 
is as assured as the fact that" the sun 
shines in Africa as well as in America. 
The pathetic part of the whole business 
is the fact that the Boer cannot see this 
truth. Not long ago a Dutch minister 
in Cape Colony declared publicly that 
100 ROPI-S could easily whip 1,000 Eng-

| farmers of the Transvaal veldt are of 
| tho same opinion. They point nut their 
well fortified capital, their well trained 
men and thoir ability to wreck every 
mine in the country before an invading 
force could cross the frontier.

Human life simply had no value, and 
there were hundreds of men in the 
mountains ready to accept employment 
as retainers for any man who was able 
to pay them for committing murder 
and to put up money to protect them 
afterward.
